For avoiding Deceit, by fraudulent conveyances, 
to hinder Executions, &c. 


ereas in latter years, more then in Ancient 
times, many unconſcionable people have uſed 
and exerciſed very much fraud ; and by divers 
crafty machinations, and ſubtill inventions 
have defrauded many honeſt people of this Na- 
_ tion of their juſt and due Debts, es, and 
Demands; and eſpecially after fuch honeſt people have obtained 
Judgments, Statutes,prRecognizances for the ſamezin defrauding 
and deluding them of, and hindring them from, the benefit and 
advantage of their Executions taken out upon the ſame; —_ 
| contriving of ſecret and fraudulent conveyances of their Go 
and Charcalls, Lands and Tenements, with valuable conlidera- 
tion feined in ſach conveyances ; but never truly and really 
paid, or by fcining themſelves to ſtand indebted to ſeverall per- 
ſons by Bonds, or otherwiſe ; which have been all, or che moſt 
pare thereof farisfied, and paid, or other ſecurity given tor the 
fame; andothers, by borrowing and aking Money of divers 
people, and giving Bond, or other ſecurity for the ſame ; ſuch 

| money beingpaidand delivered to ſuch uncon ſcionable people, 
and ſuch.bonds and ſecurities executed to others, as bad as them- 
ſelves, in the preſeuce of divershoneſt perſons, but after repaid 
ordelivered in private tothe parties from whom the ſame hath 
been had, aud relcaſcs thereof given in the preſents of divers 
wisnelſag ceiling or inhabiring gage far remote Songs 
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much lefſe, and to be bought by ſuch their Aﬀociates and Con-

Creditorsand Demandants in, or to ſuch Judgements, Statutes, 
or Recognizances ; and ſuch bonds and ſecurities kept on foot 
by and between ſuch wicked and unconſcionable perſons, by 
fraud and praice between them, onely to deceive and defraud 
ſuch Creditors and Demandants : and many more of ſuch de- 
ceitfull and unconſcionable perſons have intermixed the Goods 
and Chattals of divers of their Aſſociates and Confederates,with 
others of their Goods and Chattals in ſuch manner, that none 
other but they , and ſuch other Aſſociates and Confederates 
could, or can know, or diſtinguiſh any ſuch Goods, Cattell, or 
Chattels of ſuch unconſcionable perſon, or perſons, from the 
other Goods, Chattals, and Cattell of ſuch Afociates and 
Confederates; purpoſely todeter Sheriffes, Serjeants, and Bay- 
liffes, and ſuch like Officers from ſerving and executing ſuch 
Executions, or otherwiſe to ſubje& them to aftions ; (which 
moſt injuriouſly have been brought againſt many of ſuch Offi- 
cers, by multitude of ſuch unconſcionable people, and exceſ- 
ſive damages recovered upon the ſame againft ſuch Officers of 
the inferiour ſort;,) and the like fraud hath been- done and 
pra&iſed of, and concerning the Lands and Tenements of ſuch 
wicked perſons to, and for the fraudulent intents and purpoſes 
beforementioned : by reaſon whereof, many of ſuch Creditors 
and Demandants have been conſtrained to part with a great part 
of ſuch their Debts and Demands before they could have their 
Executions ſerved, and ſome of them to the value of half thereof, 
and others to more, to ſach Officers ; ſome whereof have ſneak- 
ed away from thoſe, who have uſed to give them beſt fatisfaRi- 
on for the bufineſſe, which they have formerly done for them 
before they would, and have undergone ſuch danger, and relin- 
quiſhed the mony which they have gained by doing ſuch Execu- 
tion ; and divers others of ſuch Sheriffs,and their Deputies,(who 
have been of a cruel, covetous, and unconſcionable diſpoſition ) 
when they have had executions againſt honeſt meaning men 
according to their abilities have moſt cruelly exafted great ſums 
of money out of them, either for ſparing ſuch Execution for a 
time , or for appriſeing ſach Goods and Charrals at the full 
rate, or otherwiſe have cauſed the ſame to be 'priſed at a great 
under value, ſometimes to have half thereof, and other times to 
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federates at ſuch ſmall rates, wich whom ſuch Sheriffs and their 
Officers have ſhared, and divided the ſpoil, and converted it to 
their own uſes. 


It is propoſed to be defired that it may 
Be Enacted, That hereafter it ſhall, and may be lawful to,and 
for any perſon or perſons (who ſhall have any execution or ex- 
tentupon any Judgment, Recognizance,or Statute,under the Sea] 
of the Court, where ſuch Judgement, Recognizance, or Statute, 
be, or ſhall be entred, or Recorded, againſt the Goods and Chat- 
tels of any other perſon or perſons) or any other, for, or with 
him, her, or them rogether, being above the value in Eſtate of 
the matter ſo, or ſo to be in queſtion, to _ unto ſuch other 
perſon or perſons, or any other, (who ſhall have, or be Com- 
monly reputed to have any Goods or Chattals, which at the 
time of the Date of ſuch Execution or Extent were of any per- 
ſon orperſons, againſt whom ſach Execution or Extent was 
granted or awarded ;) and to enter into, and npon any houſe, 
orhouſes,place,or places ; where fuch Goods or Chartals be, or 
commonly ſhall be ſuppoſed to be, and' there to view, demand 
and require ſo many of the ſaidGoodsand Charttals,as ſhall be of 
ſufficient value to ſatisfic the Debt or Demand in ſuch Execution 
or Extent mentioned, or part thereof in ſatisfaftion of ſuch 
Debt or Demand,or (0 much thereof in part,as the value of ſuch 
Goods orChatcals do,or ſhall amount unto;and to take and car- 
ry away the fame upon reaſonable appriſement of the major part: 
of 3-ſuftxient men to be for the one part, and two more for the 
other (againſt whom ſuch Fxecutions or Extent fhall be) if any 
ſuch doe, or ſhall intermeddle therein, or otherwiſe without 
them, and to ſell the ſame —_— , and out of the ſame to 
fatishe him,hergor them,in'that behalf (reſtoring the overplus to 
him,her,oy them,(againft whom ſuch Execution or Extent ſhall 
be) if no claim,deniall,interruption or hindrance be;or ſhall be 
t0,0r againſt ſuchentry,view,demand,requeſt, taking,and carry- 
ing away,andfale ; he,ſhe,or they,intending to ſell,or cauſe the 
me bobs fold, keeping the ſame ſafe by the ſpace of ten dayes, 
next after the ſame be, or ſhall be ſo taken, and carried away, 
and leaving a note of the ſame at the houſe, or houſes, place, or 
places, (from whence the ſame be, or (tall be carryed) and that 
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if ſuch owner, or owners doe, or ſhall pay or ſatisfie co ſach 
perſon or perſons (who have, or ſhall have ſuch Execution or 
Extent) do or ſhall pay, or ſatisfie ſuch Debt or Demand within 
thoſe ten dayes, then ſuch Goods and Chattels fhall be delivered 
ſafe ro ſuch owner or owners without any voluntary imparing 
of the ſame; and thatduring the time of the remaining of the 
ſaid Goods and Chartals there ; the ſaid Writ of Execution ſhall 
chere remain, and be kept for the faid owner or owners, or any 
perſon or perſons for him, or them, to ſee, or view ; and he or 
rhey, or any of them ſhall, and may be permitted and fuffered {0 
Lo doe. 

And that if any ſuch claim, 'deniall, interruption, or hin- 
drance be, or ſhall be, and be, or ſhall be falſe, unlawtull oc un- 
true then he, ſhe,or chey,afting the ſame,{hall forfeit and looſe 
£0 the party grieved, or to begrieved in that behalkhe full value 
ot the Debt or Demand in fach writ of Execution or Extenc, to 
be recovered by aftion of Deb, Bill, Plaiac, or Information in 
which, &c. And that after ſuch claim, deniall, interruption, or 
hindrance,.itany be, or ſhall happen to be, then it{hall;and may 
be lawfull to, and for any Sheriff, Under-ſheriff, » Bay- 
liff, Serjeantat Mace; or other Officer, or any other, who ſhall 
have a lawfull and ſufficient warrant in that behalf delivered 
unto him, or them, to doe, or make ſuch Entry, View,Demand, 
or requeſt in any. of ſuch houſes .or places before mentioned ; 
and ſo to takeand carry away ſuch Goods or Chattals,and foto 
ſell the ſame, and out of the ſame to make, and give ſuch fati(- 
fa&ion to ſuch perſon or perſons (who have, or ſhall have ſuch 
Execution or Exteut) ed. yak ſuch reftitution ; and that it ſuch 
claime or deniall be, or ſhall be to any of ſuch Officers, or 
others, ſo having, or to have fuch Writ, or Warrant ; then it 
ſhall, and may be lawtull to, and far ſuch Sheriff and Sheriffs, 
his, or their Deputy or Deputies; and that he, or they, ſhall be 
authoriſed and compelled to inpaanel aJury for the tryal of the 
property of ſuch Goods and Chacttals, in ſuch manger and form 
as is mentioned in the Propoſions for returning and i - 
nelling of imparctiall and honeſt Jurors 3 and that if ſuch arys 
upon their inqueſtthereupon to be found, doe, orftali fad 


property of ſuch Goods or Ghattals to be of ſuch ar | 
ties. (againſt whom ſuch or Extens dey or Qullbeac 
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the tiate of the Date thereof) then ſach Sheriff or Sheriffes 
ſhall, and may (&1 the fame at, and for the beſt rate (which be, 
or theyican) according as fuch Jurors upon their Inqueſt con- 
cerning- the fame ſhall appriſe them, and deliver the money 
whereof made, or to be made to the fame perſon or perſons ; who 
{hall have fach Execution or Extent : or otherwiſe to be ſub- 
jeſt and liable to an aftion of Debt for the ſame to ſuch perſon, 
or perſons, to be recovered as aforeſaid : and that ſuch Jurors, 
for tinding any thing amiſs in that behalf,ſhall be ſubje& to ſuch 
penalties, at be mentioned in thoſe Propoſitions; and that ſuch 
choiſe, eleftion, challenge and exceptions, and other circum- 
ſtances «Oy Juries or Jurors ſhall, and may be : And 
that fuch (who ſhall makeany willfull falſe Oath concerning 
any ſuch things ) ſhall be fubje& and- liable to the Statutes and 
Lawes made, uſed, or ordained againſt perjured perſons ; and 
that ſuch Sheriff or Sheriffs be, and ſhall be impowred, and com- 
pelled by Warrant to warn and ſummon Witneſſes at the re- 
queſt of any the perſons to be concerned in any ſuch buſineſſe, to 
teſtifie concerning the ſame. And that if any perſon, ſerved with 
the ſame to qy=__ witnefſe, andhall not appear and be exa- 
mined in that f, Chis coſts being tendered according to the 
forme Of the Statute of the ba” po ot the late Queen Elizabeth) 
then ſuch Witneſle ſhall looſe and forfeit, and be ſubjeft and 
liable ro ſuch Penalties, Debrs and Demands, as therein is men- 
tioned. 

And that ſuchSherif and Sherifs be authoriſed, impowred,and 
compelled to examine any, who dee, or fball challenge, or claim 
any. ſuch Goods or Chattale upon conſideration for Money or 

formerly owing, or otherwiſe, or any other perſon ; and. 
whether or notſueh party or parties ſo claiming did know, or 
badnotice of the going out of ſuch Execution or Extent. 

And that if it doth, or ſhall appear by Inqueſtſo to be found, 
that ſuch party or paris fo claiming hd uch Goods or Chat- 
rals conveyed to him, her, or them after ſuch knowledge or no- 
ticez and yet permit the ſame to continue or remain in the 
place where they were at par —— ſuch Pxecution or Ex- 
$ane went or out 3-or inthe hands, cuſtedy, or poſſeſſion 
ales gangor partheogting whom ſach Execution oor Extent 
is, or {hall bs, his, her, or their ſeryane, or ſervants, —_— | 


Agents, then ſuch Sheriffor Sheriffs ſhall and may ſeize,take and 
levy in Execution ſuch Goods and Chattals, notwithſtanding 
any conveyance, bargain, or fail thereof, though it were to, or | 
for good and- valuable conſideration ( the permiſſion of ſuch 
Goods or Chattals ſo to remain, havebeen a long time accoun- 
ted a badg of fraud 3) Andallſo without ſuch permiſſion, if ſuch 
Bargainees or any Donees in that behalf had ſuch notice or 
knowledge, and it be found to be proved, or acknowledged by 
ſuch Inqueſt. | 

And that it ſhall, and may be lawfull to, and for any ſuch 
Sheriff or Sheriffes (to whom ſuch Execution or Extent be, or 
{hall be dire&ed, or delivered) or to his or their Deputy or 
Deputies fo ;to repair to ,ſuch perſon or perſons as aforeſaid 
(who be, or ſhall be in ſuch repureas aforeſaid) and fo to enter, 
view, demand, and require as aforeſaid, 

And that every perſon,and perſons who ſhall have the cuſtody 
or poſſeſſion ofany houſe, or place, trunck, cheſt, box, coffer, or 
other thing, (wherein ſuch Goods or Chattals be, or ſhall be 
contained, having power of opening the ſame) ſhall and may 
open, and unlock every of the ſame, tor ſuch perſon or perſon 
having ſuch Execution or Extent, or any ſuch other for him, or 
them, or for any ſuch Sheriff or Sheriffes. 

And that if the Goods or Chattals of any other perſon or 
or perſons, then of him, her, or them: againſt whom ſuch 
Execution be, or ſhall be, ſhall have any of their Goods or 
Chattals intermixt with ſuch Goods aud Chattels beforemen- 
tioned, then it ſhall and may be lawfull to, and for ſuch party 
or parties ſo having ſuch | ns co or Extent to ſeparate the 
ſame from thoſe Goods or Chattals of ſuch other perſon or per- 
ſons (doing the ſame as little hurt as convenlently may be. 
And that neither ſuch party or parties who have, or ſhall have 
ſuch Execution or Extent; or any ſuch Sheriff or Sheriffes, his, 
or their Deputy or Deputies, or any Agent or Agents forany of 
them, ſhall be ſubjeft, or liable to any aftion, moleftation or 
rrouble for doing or ating any thing, as before is mentioned. 

And that every one, who ſhall refuſe, or deny, as before is 
mentioned to be done, ſhall forfeit, and looſe to the party 
grieved, or to be grieved thereby, the value of the aid Deb or 
Demand to be recovered asaforeſaid. . KELP 
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IT. 41 Preſervative for ſaving of the great ſums which Execators 
aud Adminiſtrators upon Dormant Bonds , and other ſecurities 
have been compeld to pay to the value cf the goods and Chattels 
Which were of their Teſtators or [ntiſtates, and came to their 
hands , after they have ſatisfied the like value before claimed 
and aue by , and from, [nuch Teſtators and Inteitates at their 
Deceaſe:. 


I. Ocaſmuch as many people of this Nation, ſome of them within 

ewelve oc fourteen years next before they have departed this 
life ( having uſ@d great commerſe and trading , and thereby become 
indebted to divers men) have removed to, and dwelt, inhabited and 
reſided in divers ſeverall paces within twelve or fonrteen years next 
before their departure from this lite, ſome into ten or twenty places 
and ſome far remote the one from the other , where they ( by the 
means aforeſaid, borrowing of money and otherwiſe ) have not on- 
ly become indebted and engaged as Suretics for others, but alſo have 
entred into Covenants, Articles, Agreements and Promiſes with di- 
vers, and have endamaged others by unlawful taking and carrying 
away divers of their Goods, and Chattels, and otherwiſe ; and ſan- 
dry and many of ſuch perſons { ſo changing and removing their pla- 
ce$ of dwellings, habitarions and reſidence) have travelled into parts 
beyond the Seas, and ſome of them there have continued long, and 
became ſo indebted and engaged, and departed this life ; and others 
of them returned into this Nation again, and here they and ſuch o- 
thers becoming ſo indebted, have dyed in many ſecret and obſcare 
places, poſlcfled of great Eſtates both real and perſonal: ſome before 
they have payd or ſatisfied all or the greatelt part of ſuch debts, or 
made ſatisfaRtion, recompence or amends for breach of ſuch Cove- 
nants, Engagements, Articles, [njuries, wrongs and damages, (for 
which the Execucors or Admuniſtrators of ſuch parties ſo dying,have 
after their departures been liable, ſubjeR and chargeable to pay, ſa- 
tisfie, recompence, or make amends ; ) and other of them (before 
they have departed this life) have payd, ſatisfied, made recompence 
or ſatisfaRion for all or the moſt part of ſuch debts, breaches of Co- 
venants, Engagements, Articles, Promiſes, Injuries, Wrongs and Da- 
mages, or the greateſt part thereof, but ſome of them in ſuch ſecret 
and private manner, that it could not be _ out or known to ſuch 
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- who have becn made Executors of the Teſtaments of, or have had 
right of Adminiſtration of the Goods and Chattels, Rights and Cre- 
dits,which have been of ſuch parties ſo departing this life at the time 
of their departures ; by rezſon whereof, many ( who have been 
made, conltituted or ordained Executors of ſuch Teſtaments, and 
who had right of ſach Adminiſtration) (that is to ſay) the Allies, 
or of kindred or blood, of ſuch parties dying, and divers Creditors 
of ſuch parties ſo dying, and with whom they had ſo broken Cove- 
nants, Engagements, or Articles, or ſo injured, wronged or dampni- 
fed) have been very tearful of proving of ſuch Teltaments,or ſuing, 
or taking out Letters of Adminiſtration of ſuch Goods and Chattels, 
Rights and Credits, or to intermeddle with the ſame in any wiſc, 
and upon that occaſion forne of ſuch parties (ſo made Execators, or 
having ſuch right of Adminiſtration, and being of good Eſtates) 
have negleRed and forbor the proving of ſuch Teſtaments, or ſuing 
or taking out Letters of Adminiſtration of their Goods and Chartels 
for many years together ; and others of them have utterly renoun- 
ced, refuſed, denyed; and never medled with the fame : By which 
means divers Parſons of ſmall Eſtates, and ſome ef them of ill lives 
and converſations ( no fach Allies or &c. for the reaſons aforeſaid, 
daring to oppoſe them) have by coloar of Letters of Adminiſtration 
—_— upon falſe Oaths,being of late roo common,or other unlaw- 
praQiſes,combinations,and confederacies, and undue means, they 
have obtained of ſuch Goods and Chattels, Rights and Credits) or 
otherwiſe, without any Authority at all, taken, gotten and received 
into their hands, cuſtody and poſſcffions ſuch Goods and Chatrels, 
Rights and Credits, to very great values, and converted the (ame to 
their own uſes, and fpent, waſted and conſumed the ſame in a lewd, 
wicked and riotonus manner ; whereby ſuch Creditors , parties, 
(with whom ſuch Covenants, Engagements, Articles, Agreements 
and Promifes were broken or unpertormed) and ſach parties (to 
whom injuries, wrongs and damages have been fo offered) and 
many Legatees and others (to whom divers Gifts, Legacies and Be- 
queſts in or by ſuch Teltaments have been given, willed, or be- 
queathed, and have had right to have had divers ſums of money out 
of or part of ſuch Goods and Chattels, Rights and Credits, limitted, 
appointed or ordered by ſach Tudges, Commiſlaries, or others, who 
haye had Authorxy to grant Letters Teſtamentary of ſuchExecutors, 
ar of Adminiſtration of ſuchGoods and Chartels, Rights and Credits, 
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to be given,payd or ſatisfied, or delivered by ſuch Executors or Ad- 
mioiſtrators ) haveloſt, miſſed and failed of ſuch their juſt and due 
Debts, Damages, Rights, Limitations and Demands ; and very ma- 
ny others by the Reaſons aforeſaid ( who have proved or cauſed to 
be proved ſuch Teſtaments, and ſued and taken out ſuch Letters of 
Adminiſtration, and poflefled themſelves, and diſpoſed of, and in- 
tzrmedled with ſuch Goods and Chartels, Rights and Credits, and 
have given, payd, ſatisfied and delivered divers of ſuch Gitts, Lega- 
cies and B: queſts, and divers ſums of Money,and Goods, and Chat- 
eels, Rights and Credits, ſo limited, appointed and ordered, and by 
ſuch means diſpoſed of all or the greaccit part of ſach Goods and 
Chattels, Rights and Credits) have long atter been compelled by 
Suits at Law, and otherwiſe to pay and ſatisfie divers and ſundry 
great ſams of Money(out of their own proper Eſtates) for breaches, 
and not performing of ſach Covenants, Articles, Engagements, A- 
greements and Promiſes, and doing of ſuch Wrongs, Injuries and 
Damages, which have been kept dormant, ſecret and unknown to 
fuch Executors and Adminiſtrators, till after ſuch payment and ſa- 
tsfaRtion : And divers others of ſuch Executors and Adminiſtra- 
tors ( who have paid and ſatisfied many great ſums of money and 
made recompence and amends for ſuch breaches, and not perform- 
ing of ſuch Covenants, Articles, Ingagements,& Promiſes, and doing 
ot ſuch Injuries, wrongs, and Damages ) have afterwards had many 
tedious and chargeable Actions brought againſt chem, upon many 
fleepipg Bills, Bonds, and other ſpecialties, which ſuch Executor or 
Adminiſtrator never knew or heard of till ater ſuch payment, fatiſ- 
faRtion and amends making, and thereby have been conſtrained to 
ſatisfie ont of ſuch their own proper Eſtates, to the full value of 
ſuch Goods and Charrels, Rights and Credits, ( which came to 
their hands, cultodies, or poſſeſſions to be adminittred ) and much 
more by reaſon of the rediouſneſs , trouble and Charges for defend- 
ing ſuch ſuites, till they have eryed whether or not they have been 
paid or ſatisfied before the deceaſe of ſuch Teltators or Inteſtates, 
and in paying and fatistying the Charges of the Plaintiffs in ſuch 
Actions, afcer i hey have proved and made appcar the debts and de- 
mands upon ſuch B:ls, Bonds, and ſpecialties to be jult and due and 
ſuch Executors and Adminiſtrators broughe and compei'd ſuch 
Plaintiffs upon Bills in Courts of Equity to diſcover upon their ouths 
the ruth in the premiſles, by reaſon whereot many of ſuch Execu-_

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tors and Adminiſtrators, have ſuſtained great lofſe and multitudes 
of chem undone; there bcing no remedy or matter by the Laws of 
Erglaxd for ſach Executors or Adminiſtrators to plead in Burr 
Abatem:nt or ſtay of ſuch Suites betore mentioned, upon-ſuch 
dormant and (ecret Covenants, Articl:s, Agreements, Engagements 
or Promiſes, Wrongs, In;urics or Damages, or upon ſuch Bands, Bills 
or Specialties, or for diſcovery of the ſame, till atter ſuch inconveni- 
encies 2nd miſchicfs have happened to iuch Ex-cutors and Admi- 

niſtators.

the fpace of four weeks together in every year of twelve years nex: 
before ſuch Teſtator or Inteſtate do or ſhall depart this lite, and of 
the dwellings, habirations or reſidences of every of ſuch Executor or 
Exccutors,and Adminiſtrator or Adminiltrators,or ſo intended, into 
the Office mentioned in the Propoſitions for recording of D:eds and 
Eviderces,&c.to be entered by the Officer there m:ntioned in thoſe 
Props ſitions, as ſhall or may be conſticuted by the ſupream Autho- 
rity of this Nation,or into ſome other Office,and there to be entered 
by ſome other Officer by the ſame Authority in that behalt to be 
ordained, conſticuted, or appointed ; and that ſuch Officer ſhall and 
may iunmedirtely file and fafcly keep the ſame in an Alphabetical 
mauner, and keep an Alphaberical Book for the ready, ſpeedy and 
eaſic findirg of the ſame z and that alſo immediately after ſuch de- 
livery of fuch Note ſo to be filed and kept, ſuch Othicer ſhall ſend 
and ifſue forth Writs of Pcoclatgation of every of ſuch Notes (con- 
taining the tenor and matter of ſuch reſp:Rive Note,) and diredt 
every 
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every of ſuch Writs to the Sheriff or Sheriffs of every of the parti- 
cular Counties, Cities, or pecnliar Corporations, in which every of 
fuch places of dwelling, habitation or reſidence be or ſhall be : And 
that every of ſuch Sheriff or Sheriffs, immediately after the delivery 
of ſuch Writ to him or them, (hall make or cauſe to be made three 
ſeveral Proclamations of the tenor and matter of ſuch Writ in man- 
ner and form following(that is to ſay)One of the ſaid Proclamations 
to be at the door of the Pariſh Church, or Chappel, or,8c. (where 
every ſuch place or places of dwelling, habitation or reſidence of 
ſuch Teltator or Inteſtate be or ſhall be ) on the Lords day next after 
Sermon,or,&c. there ended,and the Congregation of the Pariſhonets 
of ſuch Pariſh from thence beginning to depart ; another of the 
ſaid Proclamations at the County Court,or other Court of Common 
Pleas, of (uch Sherift or Sheriffs in ſuch his County, or ſuch City or 
peculiar Corporation, and the other of che ſame Proclamations at the 
General Sefffons of the Peace, of and for every ſuch County, City or

in or of ſuch Office ; and that ſuch Officer inull there file and fafe 
keep the 'ame affixed to fuch Note in parchm:ot, (o firſt delivered 


or to be delivered, to be filed and ſafely kept. _ 
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And that if after ſuch Proclamations ſo made and retorned,any per. 
ſonor perſons (to whom ſuch TeRator or Inteſtat owed-any thing, 
at the time of his or her death, by Bill, Bond, or otherwiſe by any 
ſpeci2lty, or to whom any duty thing or demand was, or (hal be 
due, by or from ſuch Teſtator or Inteſtat without ſpecialty , or for 
which he or ſhe, be or (hal be lyable or chargeable to ſatisfie, or 
make any amends or recompence for, at the time when he or ſhe de- 
parted this life ) do not not ſhal proſecute or ſue for , or give notice 
to the Executor or Executors ( who do or (hal prove or cauſe to be 
proved any ſuch Teftament or Will of any ſuch Executor , and ſue 
or take out ſuch Letters Teltamentary, or to the Adminiſtrator or 
Adminiſtrators who do or ſhal take, or ſue cut Letters of Admini-

ſach Debts, Duties or D:mands by any ot ſuch Bills, Bonds or Spe- 
cialties ; and [concerning ſuch Gifts, Legacies and Bequeſts in ſuch 
Teſtaments, and ſuch Limitations and Chatges fo to be limited, 
or charged by ſuch Judg, Commiſſary, or other, as aforeſaid] nor 
only againſt all, every, or any of ſuch Debts, Duties, Things or De- 
mands ; bur alſo againſt all, every, or any of ſuch Dues, Duties, 
Things or D:mands without ſpecialty, concerning all and every ſuch 
Creditors and Demandants( who do or (hall dwell,inhabit or refide, 
in any of ſuch places (where any of ſuch Proclamations be or ſhall 
be made, ) or in any of ſuch places ( where ſuch Teſtaror or Inteſtate 
within the twelve years aforeſaid did dwell, mhabic or reſide.) 

And that if any of ſuch Executors or Adminiſtrators (who do or

p-nce ; And ivgroſling and writivg of every of ſuch Writs ot Pro- 
clamation and Retorns or Endorſments of the ſame, and ſuch Note 
ſo to be dclivered into ſuch Keeper of Rolls after the rate of fix 
pence for a hundred words, contained or to be contained in the ſame, 
and for making of every ſuch Proclamations (ix pence. 

And that every of ſuch Officcr in ſuch ſuperior place, by himſclf 
or lawful Dcputy in that behalf, (hall attend his Office between the 
hours of <ight and ten in the forenoon, and two and four in the af- 
ter200N of tour days in every week of the year, or ſome time ſo to 
be thought convenient. And that all and every of ſach Sheriff and 
Sher«ff-, Keeper and Keepers of Rolls, Officer and Officers before 
mentioned, be and ſhall be impowered, authorized and compelled 
to act, do arid perform all and every AR and Acts, thing and things 
by them before mentioned, to be done and performed reſpeRively,

22s divers Executors and Adminiſtrators (after ghat 
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of divers Teſtators whereof they have been made Executors ; and 
took and ſued ont Letters of Adminiſtration of the Goods and Chat- 
tals, Rights and Credits, which have been of ſundry Inteſtates, at 
the time of their Deceaſcs,) bave been fo negligent, and ſome of 
them been ſo peeviſh, that they have negleRed and forborn to call 
in, or ſue for many D-bts, Daties and Demands (which have been 
owing and due to ſuch Teſtators and Inteſtates at the times when 
they have departed this life , and after their departures , reco- 
verable by ſuch Executors and. Adminiſtrators : ) And others of 
them ( after they have heard of many Debts, Duties and D:mands 

_owing to, and due to ſome perſons whom they have not wellaffe. 
ed) have been ſo ſpiteful and malicious to ſuch perſons, that they 
have not onely ſo negle&ted and forborn, but ntterly refuſed and 
denyed to call in, receive, and-rake a great part of ſuch Goods and 
Chattals, Rights and Credits, and to make, or cauſe to be made, a 
erue and perfeR Inventory thereof, and therein a true apprizement 
and valuation of ſuch Goods and Chatrals, and to pur the ſame into 
ſuch Court, where ſuch Will be or ſhalt be ſo proved, or Letters 
of Adminiſtration ſued or taken out, or to give and deliver unto 
any of ſuch Creditors a true copy thereof, upon demand and pay. 
ment, of tender of competent fatisfaRtion for the ſame ; or to af- 
ſign unto any of ſuch Creditors or Demandants any of ſuch Goods | 
and Chattals, Rights and Credits, in payment and (atisfaRtion of a- 
ny fach D:bes, Duties, or Demands, though divers of ſuch Credi- 
tors and Demandants have ofcen defired and required ſuch Execu- 
tors and Adminiſtrators to make ſuch Aſſignments, and offered to 
give them good and ſufficient ſecurity to ſave them harmleſs, againſt 
all Snies (which ſhould or might be nw 
ing the ſame,) and to ſatisfie and pay to the reſidne and over- 
plus (which they ſhould recover and obtain by vertue of ſuch Aſ- 
ſignments) and diligently to proſecute and ſne for the ſame, and not 
ceaſe, ſtay, delay or forbear the proſecuting of ſach Suits, withouc 
the conſent of ſuch, of ſuch Executors or Adminiſtrators ( w hodo 
or ſhall make any of ſuch Aſſignments : ) By reaſon of which neg- 
lecs,  forbearances, refaſals and denyals, many diſhoneſt people, of 
idle and ill life and converſation, have carryed away molt, or a great 
part, of ſuch Goods and Chattals, Rights and Credits, and waſted 
and cenſumed the ſame in a riotous and vicious way, and many 
Dcbtors and others (from whom great Demands and Duties were 


dux to ſuch Teſtators and Inteitares at the rimes of their deceaſes,

vant, ſome by caſualty, and ot 1, ſuch riot and vice: upon 
whch occaſion ſuch Creditors and Demandants have loſt and been 
deprived of D:bts and D.mands of great value, 

And divers of ſuch Executors and Adminiſtrators have fraudu- 
lently permitted, confeflcd and ſuffered divers Judgments, and other 
marters of record, upon and for feigned Debts and Demands, pre- 
tended to be owing and due by and from ſuch Teltators and Inte- 
Races, at ſuch times before mentioned ; or which have all, or the 
molt part thereof, been ſatisfied ; and ſet and kept on foot and 
pleaded divers Jndgments, Statutes and Recognizances, and other 
matters of Records,remaining againſt ſuch Teltators and Inteſtatcs, 
to the intent to deceive and d:fraud ſuch Creditors and D:mandants 
of their juſt and due Debts, Duties and Demands. 

And whereas, to the intent before mentioned, divers of ſuch 
Executors and Adminiſtrators have cauſed many of ſach Goods and 
Charrals to be under-prized and under-valued ; And others of chem 
divers of ſach Dcbes, D-mands, Rights and Credits to be left our 
of ſuch Inventories ; And the ſame, and the witneſſes to the ſame, 
to be kept ſecret and concealed ; whereby divers ſuch Creditors and 
D-mandants have been detrauded and cheated of many great Debts 
and Demands. 

For prevention whereof, it is propoſed to be deſired that it may 

Be Enacted, That every Exccucor and Executors ( who ſhall 
prove or cauſed to be proved ths Teltament or laſt Will of any 
Tettator) And every perſon and perſons { who do or ſhall take or 
fu: our Letcers of Adminiitration of the Goods and Chatcals 
which be or (hall be of any Inteſtace ac the time of his or her 
death ) ſhall deliver an Inventory of all the Goods and Chartals 
( which be or (hill be of ſuch reſpeRive Teltator or Inteſtate, at 
the cime of his or her death ) And of all the Debts, Duties and 
Demands(which be or ſhal be owing or due to any ſuch Teltator 
or Intettace; or of ſuch part thereof, or which the Executor of the 
Teſtament of ſuch Teitator, or the Adminiſtrator to whom Ler- 
ters of Adminiſtration of the Goods and Chartats, Rights and 
Credics (which be or ſhall be of any ſuch Inteſtace, ar the titne 
when he or ſhe do cr ſhall reſpeRively depart this life ) hall or 
may come to the knowledge or certain Intelligence of: And of all 
the Dcbts, Duties and Demands ( which co ſuch, of ſuch Teſta®

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* thereof is, or hath, or ſhall be paid or ſatisfied to ſuch of ſuch 
Teſtators or Inteltates, Executors or Adminiſtrators, or to their 
or any of their uſe or uſcs, as far as they do or ſhall know and 
have certain and credible Information of, into the Court where 
{uch Teſtament ſhall be proved, and out of which Lerters Telta- 
mentary of ſuch Teſtaments or Letters of Adminiſtration of the 
Goods and Ctatrals, Rights and Credits, which be or ſhall be of 
ſuch Inte ſtare at the time of his or her death within twelve weeks 
next after the proving of ſuch Teſtament, or ſuing or taking out

I V. For Preſervation of Shipping from wilful Deftrufion, by de- 
ceitful Perſons, to defraud Purchaſers and Creditors of ſhips 
bought, and money lent upon the ſame. And for increaſe of ſhip- 
ing for this Nation, 

Fe 23 much as divers Merchants and others ( who have bought 

or lent money upon Ships, and took ingage ments thereof tor 
the ſame money ) have been deprived of the benefit of ſach ing 
ments, and loſt cheir monies ſo paid for, or lent upon ſuch ſhips, 

I former Darmant bargaines , ſales , and ingagements upon 

the ſame. 

And whereas ſeverall perſons (who have lent money to be paid 
with increaſe when Ships (hall return into ſeverall Ports, or other- 
wiſe ſuch money was never to be paid, commonly called Bor#omre) 
have been defrauded of ſach money by reaſon more money hath been | 
lent upon fuch conditions then the Ship fo to returm hath been 
worth, and ſuch loan kept ſecret, and afterward ſuch Ship fraudu- 
lently run on ground and wilfully ſuffered to periſh , to prevent pay- 
ment of ſach money, by which means if not prevented many ſhips 
may be ſo loſt, being in the nature of Walls to this Nation. 

And divers ſuch fradulent cen >. 
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It uu propoſed tobe deſired, that a Petition may be to the ſupreme 
e Authority of this Nation, That it may 

Be enacted, That no Ship, her Tackling or Apparel, hereafter 
ſhall be liable to or for the payment or ſatisfaRion of any Debt or 
Demand for which ſhe be or ſhall be charged or engaged, or ſhall 
be held by any who do or ſhall buy the ſame, unleſs ſuch engage. 
ment or ſale be or ſhil be recorded or entred in both the places men. 
rioned in the former recited Propoſals or Propoſitions, and in ſuch 
manner in a peculiar book to be kept for that purpoſe : And that if 
any ſuch Entry or Record (hall be done, as@reafter is mentioned, a- 
gainſt any who buy or ſhall buy the ſame for good conſideration, 
or any to whom they be or ſhall be «ngaggd and ſo entred. #. £, 
For if this above were ſo done, every oft may be certain of good 
and certain ſecurity, and not be defrauded of his money to be 
payd for or engaged upon the ſecurity of any Ship,as too often 
hath been nſed after divers have been at great Charges a- 
bout the Tackling and Apparel of ſome of ſuch Ships, far be- 
Jond the value of the bottom or hulk thereof, and all other 
things belonging unto her, at the time When ſhe was ſo ſold 

or engaged, E. L. 
And that no Ships hereafter be or ſhall be liable or chargeable to 
or for the payment of any money concerning any ſuch Bottomre be- 
fore mentioned onely, as againit thoſe or any of them who do or 
ſhall ſo lend or deliver any money upon che ſecurity of ſuch Ship, 
and firſt ſo cauſe — the tame to be entred or recorded, — —un- 
leſs the mony fo lent er delivered upon Bottomre be or (hall be fo 
entred or Recorded, and upon what, and upon what ſhip by name,
